Seven boys were walking home on the 
railroad track at Fustoii, I'a., ou Satiir- j 
day, when nix of tiicm were struck by a 
fast inossongor train and killed instantly. 
There was a double track and they had 
stepped off one track to escape a freight 
tndu without noticing the passenger 
which came flying down upon them on tho 
other. 

An engine atttiched to the passenger 
train, pulling out of the Chicago and llock 
Island depot, at Cliicago, exploded on 
Saturday evening. Engineer Moinger and 
Greman Lowe were killed. Their remains 
were Kcittered a block in every direction. 
The coaches were only slightly damaged. 
All tho jiaasongerb escaped without injury. 

A dis|)atoh from Koine says: — Three 
shocks of earthipiake were felt at Forli, in 
the province of Campoboa on Saturdaj'. 
The I Indies of the persons killed by the 
ei.tthiiuake on Wednesday wore taken 
from the ruins in Di.mo Marino and 
Klown, (M being under falling bridges. 
Almost tho entire jiopulation of Diiwio 
Marino are encamped on the seaahore. 

The theatre at Nice re-Qponed on 
Saturday and concerts were resumed in 
tho public gardens. Tho college has been 
re-opened. .-Ml the timid persons remain 
oncaiii]ied outside of tho city. Large 
crevices have developed in the cenieteiy 
at Mentono since tho eaillu[uake. The 
cupola of the cathedral and the White 
Penitents have fallen. 

Tho houses of tlu! .Austrian reichratli 
and the 1 1 uii!,'aii;in diet, liy iinaiiinious 
votes Jiassed the extra credit asked by llio 
Xovornmont for the ei|iiijiiiieiit of tho 
army and the lainlwelir. Count \'oii 
Fichica, in the debate at i'estli, declared 
that although he opposed the views of the 
govonmient he wilUngly voted for the 
credit to protect the tlirone and the 
fallierlaiid. 

The Narlli (IcriiKin (i'<i~itti' denies the 
statement made liy tin; Tcinjis of Paris, 
that Bisiiiaik in l.S7'.l dcclareil that (iorts- 
cbakoif should never bo permitted tfi take 
the Balkan states for Russia. -Tho Oazrlte 
asserts witli omjihagiH that Germany hiis 
no interest in tlu; cukI and will not meddle 
in any iiuarrel which may arise there. In 
conclusion the paper says: "It ia impos- 
sible that Piaiiiarek has ever aaid anything 
which Would warrant the inference that 
(lermany would dispute wit-li Russia hor 
clikim to the Halkana. " 

Signor ( ieiiali, minister of [(ulilic.- works 
at Rome, (ii:iieral iJi Sounasa, coimiiaiider 
of the Fourth Army corps, and a number 
of de]nities from the districts ravished by 
the earthquake, hiive visited the injured 
at Diana Maximo, and made arrangements 
for their care and recovery. The bodies 
of tlie doail are still buried beneath tho 
debris. The general then visited Diana 
Castilla. ■ , There are 35 bodies beneath 
the ruitis'of that town. Tho nurses Inivo 
been sent to Sorrato, whore tho atrrighted 
inhabitants fled, leaving 60 persons in- 
jured.

THE VANCOUVER OOTBAGBS. ' 

Tho attorney-general asked for the sus- 
ponsion of the staiuling orders to permit 
the introduction of ,i bill for the jircserva- 
tion of the jieaco at \'ancouver and which 
he hoped the house would at once pass 
through all its stages. Thei o had been 
rioting at Vancouver, followed by the 
most cowardly assaults on Ohinese and 
the destruction by fire of their camp and 
personal eli'iicts. These outrages had fol- 
lowed iiiimediatoly aft er the hohling of a 
public meeting in the cit-^-. Superintend- 
ent Royeraft arrived only in time to pre- 
vent further molestatioji of the Chinese, 
and with a city constable litid ahpwu great 
courage in withstanding a lawless and 
.iiigry mob and protecting the ChintJSO. 
In the interval soiuo of tlio Jiiob had re- 
traced their ale])s to the city ;iiul h.'nl 
looted Chinese houses, and b;ul set the 
beddii.goii tire. An alarm of Jire was in 
time to prevent the sjiread of the llames. 
Riots bad also occurred about a month 
ago, and he believed the mob were not 
erdiiposed of citizens of British Colum- 
bia, but were outcasts driven from 
T:icoiiia and Seattle. Tiiere was reason 
to fear that the muiiioi])al autliorities 
were in sympathy with the agit.ition. 
They h/wl made no efforts to tiujipress or 
iJi-evont any of the outrages, and the only 
iufereiico was that they were unwilling to 
lio anythijig. A reign of terrorism (ire- 
vailed and what had ttiken pl.ace might, if 
not at once checked, be repeated with 
worse results both at Vancouver .and 
other centres of industry. Life and |)ro- 
perty could not be safe where mob law 
prevailed. It was at first contemplated to 
call out the militia, but it was thought 
best to exhaust the civil power lirst. 
However averse the house might be to 
the coming in uf the Chinese, no one 
would sanction their lieing barbarously 
treated and luevented from following 
their occuiiatioiis. A bill had been pre- 
jiared which authorized for this emer- 
gency the appointiiicnt of a consider.ible 
number of regular provineiid constables for 
service at Vancouver. The expense 
wouUl be cast upon the municipality and 
there was no injustice in that because 
the duty of maintaining order 
was upon the city, and they had failed in 
that duty. If the mihtia were called out 
the muni(;ipality, would, by law, bo 
cliarged with expenses. A stipendiary 
magistnvte for the province would go up 
with the constables and, during his stay 
in the city, the functions of the local 
magistmtes woidd be suspended. This 
was to prevent tho stiiicndiaiy ni-igis- 
trate being interfered with by the Im-al 
justices, whom, he feared were not N> be 
truated in such mtittera. Ho hoped the 
steps now taken woulil ensure the public 
peace. It was [iroiiosed to send up some 
',ii> or 40 men. Jf the house thought the 
wages too high, tlu^y could be reduced, 
but the object was to get trustworthy and 
able-bodied men. 

Col. Baker stiid tho imiiort^uice of this 
question could not bo exaggerated. This 
was not a Chuiese question, but a (jiieK- 
tion of law and order, and it conseiiiieiilly 
bocome.i the cluty of the iiu'iul lers of the 
house, who are t lie gu-udians cd' tlu? jieace 
and security of the people of this ]>ro- 
vince, to take care that the law is iiiaiii- 
tiiined. If they do ;iut, if they .'illow 
this germ of anarchy to fruitify, it will 
soon spread over the whole province. 
This is the old story of a bluaboring mi- 
nority oveniwing a p;isaive majority, ami 
it nicrclv requires a liltlo energy and de- 
termination to crush these law-breakers 
and to establish peace .•md order. Fie un- 
derstood that there are jiarties of men at 
Vancouver who mark the doors of the 
inhabitants with various colors. Those 
who do not oppose the anti-Chinese move- 
ment have a white miu'k on tlunr doors; 
those who are lukewiu'iii in the inovemont 
have a red nuirk, while those who op- 
]io.sed the ant i-Chiiic30 niovenient have a 
lilack mark placed on their dooi-s. What 
was this but sheer terrorism He be- 
lieved th.at the liill lirought forward by 
the goveriiuii'iil is the proper step t-o be 
taken in the lirst inst.ince, ami if that 
slunild fail tliity have a aiiflicient mnid 
uul military force at their diapo.s.al to 
maintain the dignity of the law. He 
would therefore vote for tlds bill. 

Mr. Orr wished to know if there was 
not aullicient pmver idi-eady in the hands 
of the government to deal with the un- 
fortunate state of allaii-s at Vancouver 
without putting that city to such oxpensu 
as was proposed. The trouble was diK^ 
to the aiipointuient liy the goveriiUK^iit- of 
stijieiidiary iiiagistrates who were unlit, 
for the position! 

Ml-. Ladiier said lie w.-ia at \';inconv(^r 
just after the disorders in December, and 
ho had never seen n quieter or more 
orderly community, 

Mr. Prior felt that evi^ry law abiding 
citizen mii.st ileplore the perpet r;il ion of 
such outrages as the Attorney-iJeneral 
had described as taking place at Vancou- 
ver, and it now bociiino tho duty of the 
house to sustain law and order whether it 
was in tlu! imerests of Chinese or other 
foreigners. Thu old Hag must not be ilis- 
graced by allowing tho per])etration of 
these outrages to coiitimio. Tho ('ihinwe 
labor (]uostion was in no way involved in 
this »n.Vui,or, and every memlier idiould, 
therefore, vote for tho steps proposed for 
putting down this insurrection. Last 
year, when oiit-ra;.;es were cnmniitted un 
the Cliiueae in .Anieiicui territory, our 
news|iaperH came out with strong articles 
sneering at our neighbors ''or their weak- 
ness, inability or apathy in dealing with 
the ditliculty. Would WO neglect to do 
our duty and Imvo tho world sneer at un< 
(no, no, and ehcera). He hojied thu bill 
would [insH unanimously. 

Mr. Higgins said that he luMirtily aji- 
proved of tho bill. He was credibly in- 
formed tli/jt tho leader of the Vancouver 
mob was a notorious Fenian from Port- 
land, where he had conspired to blow up 
H. M.'h dockyard at Esr|uimalt. Tho 
ChiiiatiU'ii had been treated in a cowardly 
and brutal nianner, and lie liojied the jier- 
petrators woiilil be broiigiit to juHtiee. 

Mr. (irant w»a in favor of upholding 
law and order, but believed the govern- 
ment liiul aullicient power to do so inde- 
liondent of the house. Ho believed the 
governmuiit should have forestalled tho 
outbriiak by ajipointiiig a niniiber of 
ipecial constables liefuretlio Chinese were 
gent there, lio was not in favor of 
siidilling tho municipality with such an 
enormous expense us the bill proposed. 

Mr. Duusmuir said an outbreak Imd no- 
ourred at Vanoouver some time ago,' and 



again a few days' since, and he had yet to 
loam that the authorities of that city had 
taken any steps to preserve law and 
order. They litid not done what they 
could and called on us to assist them when 
they could do no more. Ho believed, 
therefore, that as they had neglected their 
duty, they should be compelled to bear 
tho expense of restoring order, and they 
would probably be more careful who they 
put at the head of affairs at the next 
municipal elections. 

l\Ir. iVUen was no friend of the . 
Chinese but he was a friend of law and 
order. He would cordially support the 
bill. 

Mr. Somlin was as heartily in support 
of any measure to preserve law and order 
an anyone, but lie blamed the government 
for not having constables appointed at 
Vancouver before the outbreak. lie was 
opposed til sjiddling tho city with great 
expense. Tho attoriiey-genernl had said 
that Vancimver had a large number of 
respectable citizens who had tiikou no part 
in these outrages. It was this respectable 
minority who would have to bear all'Llie 
expense. ; 

Mr. Turner was sorry that this had be- 
come a party i|Ucatioii idready. 
Opposition iiieiubera — No, no. 
Mr. (irant — You are mistaken. 
Mr. Turner — Well, 1 am glad to hoar 
■o. Its hod been pointed out that we had 
the militia and navy at our command, bub 
although we were fortunate in having these 
resources to fall back liiiun the amount of 
oipenae which the calling of them out 
would entail would be very great coiiijiar- 
ed with the course tho government pro- 
posed to pursue. Every foreigner should 
feel tlist the moment he sets bis foot on 
the soil over which the British fiag waves 
that his rights are fully rcsjiected. He 
pointed out also Ihiit if this slate of things 
is allowed to continuo we may well tremble 
for the safety of lj.vitish subjects in China. . 

The Hon. Mr. Rjjb.son said this was a 
question upon which he could not give . a 
•ilent vote. OoicasiouaUy questions arose 
iji the councils of one s country which 
were of a nature to lift one above all party 
lines, and bring antfigunistie political 
parties t-jgether tu join liainla and stand 
aliiiulder to sheulder in defence of ([ueon 
and cuunti-y; and he regarded the invseuL 
question as one before which all party and 
oersonal difl'ereiues should sink. Remarks 
liad boon made by some honorable mem- 
bers opposite which it was suggested 
dragged the question down to the level of 
party polities; but, for bis part, he would 
not believe it possible that any honorable 
member present really intended anything 
of the kind. The subject possessed an ' 
iuqKirtance far bej'ond the municipal 
limits witliin which the disgraceful pro- - 
oeedings occurred. Flu felt confident that . 
tho people of Vancouver, as a community, 
had no sympathy with tlm outrages there 
committed by a certain lawless class who 
liad come from the neighboring territory; 
hut A'aneouver was, more than any other , 
community, interoated in having such ■; 
lawlessness promptly and elt'ectively check- 
ed. If Buoh acts as these were ]iermitted 
to go unchecked, the province would be- 
come asort of rogue's paradise to which the 
worst element in. the neighboring, terri- 
tories would rosert.' He most heartily 
agreed with what the honorable member 
for Victoria city (Mr. Turner) had said. 
Tho subject involved grave com- 
mercial n fionsideratii ins which vitally 
affected the future of Vancouver and 
of the provincs. If it went abroad that 
mobs of lawless men from the Uiited 
States could commit such acts \vith im- 
punity in this iirovince, capital and com- 
nierce'anil poiiulatiun would give us the 
gr>-byo. Members opposite bad taunted . 
the government with not having taken 
action when a movement .somewhat simi- 
lar had taken place in Vancouver several ,. 
week's ago, and one honorable member 
opposed the jiresent step because the cor- 
poration would be made to bear the ex- 
pen.se; yet in the same breath ho 
adyocated the much more extreme and 
costly measure of calling out the militia ! 
The opposition were extremely inconsis- 
tent in this matter. The courso adopted 
by the governiuent was a much 
milder one than hoiiorablo mem- 
bers opposite advocated, and it would 
involve very much less expense 
to the community in whoso best interests 
it was taken. The hononible gentleman 
concluded his remarks (amidst repeated 
applause) by a fervid appeal to the house 
to rise ,abovi^ all other feelings and cun- 
sider.itioiia, and, standing upon the higher 
plane of patriotism, viiuUcate their repu- 
tation as Britons, by stamping out mob 
law in our fair jireviiice. 

Mr. r5e;ivon said the question which 
nat orally arose was, wdiat would the gov- 
ernment have done had the government 
not been in session at this time I Was 
the government so powerless as to be un- 
able to deal with tins matter, or wotild the 
house have to be ready to be in session at 
all tiiiiHS ? He olaiiiuid that the govern- 
nient sliouhl have aullicient ]iower to deal 
with the ditliculty; in fact they hiul as 
much as when the militia were sent to 
Nan.-iinio, or when the governiiiout of the 
day deidt- with the McLoan-Haro case. , 
The house would not be doiiig right in 
sadilling the exjienso of the steps which it 
was proposed to be taken, upon Vancouver, 
lie would have liked . to have heard if 
tliero was any desire un tho part of the 
people of Vancouver for so urgent a meas- 
ure. There was at least no urgoncy for 
forcing this oxponse upon them. 

Sir. Davio said tho jirorectiori of life 
and property, whether of Cliiiicso or 
otliera had tu bo nocured, and the only 
question now was, how this could bo 
carried out ; what was tho best courso to •• 
adopt. The house being in session, this 
Urge dolibonitive body was the proper 
one to di^cido that ipiiistion. -At last aos- 
sioii Vancouver came lo this bouse, aeekiiig 
inccirjiorat ion and pniiiiiHing, in considera- 
tion, the preservation uf life and property. 
The city had broken its bargain, and it 
was but right n'.»w that tho house should 
take into its own hands the administi atioii 
of affairs it had vested in that municipality 
(liear, hear). Previous to this, two mit- 
rtigea, eoniineiicing with a tar and fe.illior- 
ing scrape had taken place, and j'et no 
cognizance had been taken of tliciii. He 
bslioved that tho steji which it was pro- 
posed to take would indirectly prove a 
bonetit to Vanoouver, as it might establish 
coniidonce in those who migiit intend to 
havH dealings there. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said not a single roai- 
dent of Vancouver had thought it his 
duty to communicate with the government 
in regard to the stato of affairs there. 
Tho superintendent of police had conse- 
((•ontly gone and aa was his duty, 
had reported the actusi slate of affairs 
there. The leader <if the opposition htul 
asked what urgoncy was there for this 
measure. He did not think that an idea 
(Cmitiniied on Page Four.)

It was 
ajipiiront therefore American cruisers have 
no right to seize sealing crafts in those 
waters outside the three ndle':! limit. He 
had positive information that? during next 
seasons armed cruisers would bo scut north 
and it was therefore surely time for us to 
move in the matter. The uitorosta invol- 
ved ill the sealintr industry, in:)this eiby 
'^vere considei'ulile. This year /l^. Vessejs 
would bo sent out from here repriasenting 
§300,000. There was no doubt but the 
action taken in Behring Sea wiis due to 
our friends in tho east standing up for our 
rights, and as four cruisers had been fitted 
out for the Behring Sea and four for tho 
west coast of^Alaska, this resolution could 
tlo no harm and might do much good. 

Ml". Dunsmuir -would be ashamed to go 
to San Frtinoisco if the house passed such 
a resolution as this. 

Mr. Higgins thoULcht it would bo vory 
unwise to jiass a resulutioii uf a hload- 
tliii'sty character at this time when uego- 
tiations are in jirogress relating to tho 
fishery ([uestion. The honorable gentle- 
niaii had based his resolution on news- 
paper reports. lit: (Mr. Higi,'ins) had 
read rojiorts in the iiew.spa|iei's uf an en- 
tirely diU'ereiit character.

Mr. Semliii did not see why intelligent 
Americjins should object to us asking the 
Dominion government to pi-eveut the 
seiziii'o of our vessels in Benring sea where 
they have ;i perfect right to be.
